H E Common Laws of England received 
their grounds from the Laws of Ged and 
Nature; the Law of Nature, as it per- 
taineth to man, is the Law of Reaſon 

4 ſo ancient, that chis Kingdom was ruled 

| dy it divers hundred of years before the 

Conqueror: Such equity and excellency is in it, that no 
* humane Law in the world is ſo uſeful for the happy, 
1 ©} peaccable, and honourable Government of it; and fo 


commodious for all Degrees and Cauſes, whether rouch- 
ing Life, Lands, or Goods; theſe Laws originally have 
concerned a principal care of the peace of this Land, 
. _ Majeſty ( by his Prerogative Royal) is the 
prime Conlervaror of the Peace in his Dominion, whoſe 
ſtyle is, Capitalis Anglia Fuſticiarius, in whom at the 
beginning all Juriſdi&ion and adminiſtration of Juſtice | 
in all Cauſes was, he being the Fountain from whom the A 
* ſmaller ſtreams had their derivation. . 
| The power by him transferted to other men, yer is 
conſiſtent in himſelf : For he may fir perſonally in any 
ol his Courts of Judicature,as formerly other Kings have 
done, taking copnizance of all Cauſes that are tranſ- 
acted there (unleſs his own) as he is the principal Con- 
Ff ſervator of the Peace: (if he pleaſe) he may award Pro- 
ceſs againſt any to keep the — he can- 
not take for rhe peace, becauſe it concerns himſelf, 
The Lord Chancellor (or Lord Keeper of che Great 
A4 Seal) 
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| Seto High Steward of Eng{azd, Lord Marſhall, High 


of Eag/and Lord Treaſutet of England, ihe Juſti- 
ces of the Kings Bench and Ma ſter of the Rolls, have in 
their Patents the conſerva.ionof the Peace over England : 
Ar theſe may award Preceprs and take Wanna for 
the Peace, Virtute Vici, and may upon prayer ro them of 
the ſureryſof the Peace grait Wa: rants to Sheriffs, Conſta - 
bles, &c. or to any|or either of ihe Kings Offi: ers, to ring 
the parry before them, and tak: recognizance of him for 
che Peace, and refuſing, commit him to Pt iſon. 

But ir is ſaid, the Maſter of the Rolls bis Authority is 
nd incident ro his place bur by pteſcription, to make pro- 
celſe. At this day, the Authority for keeping of the peace 
is by virtue of the Kings Commiſſion. 

The Judges of che Common Pleas; Barons of the Ex- 
chequer and Juſtices of Aſſixe, within the Juriſdiction ot

Of the word Peace, end how taken in our 


Law. 


PE is chat quiet confidence and amity which is or 
ſhould be between men; they that infringe this, break 
the peace, Fitzh. Juſt. of P. 12. 

Peace in the Common Law is a reſtraint from violence 
and injurious dealing: and may be called rather an uni- 
ting of mindes then the reſtriction of hands; for lo chiefly 
| were Juſtices of Peace deſigned. 

The breach of the Peace is force or violence againſt a- 
nothers perſon in his poſſeſſion, Lands, or Goods, by me- 
nacing words or furious de portment. 

Jultices of Peace are by Commiſſion under the Great 
Seal, and are appointed by the Lord Chancellour or 
Lord Keeper pro tempore, 18 H. 6. ca. 11. Except the 
Tuſtices of the County Palatine of Lancaſter, which are 
by Commiſſion under the ſeal of the ſame Dutchy. Vid. 
Statut. 27. H, 8. ca. 24. 

Theſe Commiſſions may be determined divers wayes. 
By the Kings death Dyer 165. By the Kings pleaſure he 
may diſcharge them by Writ under the Great Seal, or

It a Juſtice of Peace be made Sheriff in the ſame Coun- 
ry, his Office of Juſtice of Peace is ſuſpended during his 
Sheriff wicx and no longer, 1 Ed. 6, 7. 1 Marie 8. 

The reaſon is; becauſe the Juſtice of Peace is a Judges 
and rhe Sheriff but a Miniſter, it would be inconve nient 
that one ſhould be both Judge and Miniſter: for then it 
would follow, the Sheriff ſhould command himſelf, or as 
an Officer ſerve his own precept. 

By the dearh of the King, the power of all Juſtices of 
Peace, Judges Commiſſioners of Oyer and Terminers 
Gaol- delivery, Sheriffs, Eſcheators and other Comiſſion- 
ed Officers ceaſe; yet Maiors and head - Officers in Ci- 
ties and Corporate Towns, which be Juſtices of Peace, 
or have the conſervation of the Peace under the Kings 
Leiters Parents to them and their ſucceſſors, have their 
authority continuing, ſtill, although the King dies. Vide. 
Er. Com. 29, 21. Dyer 165. Coke 7. 30. Br. Com. 5. 
So do Conſtables, their aurhoriry is by Common Law, 
and the Peaces conſervation is incident to their Office.-

One Juſtice may appoint Keepers, watchmen, and 
Scarchers for perſons infected with the Plague. 

One Juſtice may appoint perſons fitting to work in 
Harveſt or Hay-time, and may order the abuſe in the de- 
ceirfull making of Malt, and that it be ſold at reaſona- 
dle prices. 

One Juſtice may in his diſcretion binde any perſon 
fitting for an Apprentice. 


What matters out of Seſſions are referred to 
two Juſtices, 


AL Weights and Mcaſures, two Juſtices may view, and 
che defective weights break or burn them. 
The Pariſhes in a Hundred, two Juſtices may aſſeſs for 
a Robber proporcionably towards a contribution. 
Concerning Rogues, two Juſtices may diſpole of all 
Forfeitures growing upon any ſtatute concerning the ſame, 
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For che relief of places infected, rwo Juſtices may 
taxe others of che County. 

If any Town be overcharged, two Juſtices may taxe 
any part of the Hundred for relief of the poor. 

If a Maſter ſhall be aſſaulted by his Servant, two 
Juſtices may impriſon him for a year. 

It is to be obſerved, that where the trial of Offenders is 
referred to the Juſtices diſcrerion it impowers them to ex- 
amine the Witneſſes upon Oath. 

And further, it is to be noted, that the Juſtices now 
have far more power than anciently the Conſervarors of 
the peace had ; for now they may convene the Offen- 
ders before them by Warrant out of Sefſicns, and they 
have a compulſive power to the obſervaticn of their Or- 
ders, bur it muſt be according to Law; but the Con- 
ſervarors had no authority or juriſdiction but in ſome 
caſes to biing them before them or to examine them. 

If a pariſh ſhall lie in two or more Ccuntics, or lye 
within a Corporation, the Juſtices of rhe County can 
meddle but with that part which is within their juriſ- 
di&ion, and not with the other within the Town Corpo- 
rate: For it is againſt Law and Reaſon for one to invade 
on the others Juriſdiction. 

A Juſtice of Peace cannotgrant any Warrant, or rake 
any Examination out cf the County whete he is com- 
miſſioned, nor uſe any authority; tor being cut cf the 
County, he is our of effice Pen din 37. & 13 Edw. 4. 
8. But he may take an Oath of a party that is 10bbed, 
according to the Statute for life, 8. C. out of his County:
